RELATIONS TO THE CROSS 


7} As we enter into the Passion 





\\ 
ww UD week our minds are over- 
_ aS whelmed with many profound 





thoughts concerning the last pre- 
crucifixion week of our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ. Of all the 
profound: impressions, however, it 
is possible that the thought of 
Christ Jesus under the cross and 
on the cross are perhaps greatest, 
and with this, our association 
with Him and the cross, not only 
as under the cross and on the cross, but around the cross. 
We think of Christ Jesus as the man carrying the cross. 
We think of Him as going down the street with the cross 
on His back, condemned to die on the cross He was bear- 
ing. It is a picture of additional cruelty added by the 
Romans. He was weary with the vigil of the night and 
weak from the tortures that He had endured. In the early 
evening He had observed the Passover with His disciples, 
and instituted the Lord’s Supper. After that He went to 
Gethsemane and prayed while the disciples slept. Then, 
rising up from prayer, He met the traitor and the band 
of soldiers. 

The next place we see Him is before the high priest, 
then Pilate, then Herod, then Pilate again; and, as we 
remember, it was at this last appearance before Pilate 

He received His sentence of death from this cowardly 

e. And now, as the sin-bearer of the whole world, He 
is on His way to the execution. He is really now on His 
way to fulfill John’s acclaim, “Behold the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the world.” But we are not 
to forget that there was another man under the cross— 
Simon. They had seized him, a perfect stranger, who came 
from Cyrene in Africa, and compelled him to carry the 
cross for Jesus. In this Simon became an example to, and 
a type of, all true Christians, for is it not a fact that every 
one of us are to carry the cross for Christ? 

On the Cross. One of the most dramatic, yet gruesome, 
pictures painted by Holy Writ is that of the three men 
fastened to their crosses on that day. Each one repre- 
sented some particular relation to sin. It is an indisputed 
fact that two of them were criminals, thieves, malefactors, 
and robbers, and there was no doubt at all as to their 
guilt. Between these two stood the cross of Christ, upon 
which He was hanging, and this arrangement was intend- 
ed to give the impression that He was the worst offender 
or criminal of the three. 

e of the thieves is generally designated as the im- 

tent thief. He had sin in him and on him. Not only 
was he born in sin and was full of sinful tendencies, but 
he had carried out those tendencies by committing sin 
against God and society until his guilt had brought him 
to his crucifixion. Hanging at the other side of Jesus 
in anguish and pain was another criminal, but his disposi- 
tion was quite different to that of the impenitent thief; 
first, in that he recognized the innocency of the man 
hanging between them, while, on the other hand, he ad- 
mitted he was a sinner and had committed crimes that 
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justified his execution. Second, he recognized Him as being 
his Saviour and Messiah, although He was dying with 
him. Third, though he too had been born in sin like his 
companion in crime, he was unlike ‘him in that he was 
penitent and looked in faith on Jesus- Christ and received 
the assurance of salvation and the promise that he would 
be with Him in paradise. Sin had been in him and on 
him, but the Lord took it all away. 


Now look at the cross in the center and the Man of 
men, God’s Son, hanging there with bleeding brow, hands, 
side, and feet, in as much agony and pain as either of the 
others; but while the others were dying for sins they had 
committed, He was dying for their sins, and not for their | 
sins only, but for the sins of every person in all the world 
who would look to Him in faith believing Him to be their 
Saviour. He had sin on Him, but not in Him, for He was 
not born in sin. Sin was on Him, because for that purpose 
He came into the world that on His shoulders might be 
laid “the iniquity of us all.” Paul said, “For he hath made 
him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him.” And Simon Peter 
said that He bore our sin in His body on the tree. Paul 
said again, “For what the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the 
flesh,” Rom. 8:3. Therefore, the man Christ Jesus, on the 
middle cross, hung between the man who was lost and the 
man who was saved, and His cross and His crucifixion 
remain as indisputable realities between the saved and 
the unsaved today. 

As Christians we must keep in mind the fact that if we 
live victorious, triumphant Christian lives, it will only be 
as we are crucified with Him; that is, as Christ was on the 
cross, So we must be on our individual crosses; and also 
as Paul said, so must we be able to say by faith and in 
spiritual reality, “I am crucified with Christ; nevertheless 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himself for me,” Gal. 2:20. If 
you have served the Lord Jesus long and have lived the 
crucified life, you have had the same invitation that the 
Lord Jesus had, “Come down from the cross.” But as sure- 
ly as Jesus could not “come down from the cross,” and save 
us, neither can we as Christians accept the invitation of 
the compromising or unchristian individuals who invite us 
to sever our relationship with Christ by coming down 
from the cross, and accomplish our mission in the world 
as Church of God members and glorify God. 

Our present relationship to the cross of Christ is also 
very definitely pointed out by at least one of the groups 
that surrounded the cross while Christ was hanging on ° 
it in those hours of gloom, heartache, and. excruciating 
pain. There were at least four distinct groups about the 
cross. First, of course, were the soldiers who served as 
executioners, and it is claimed that there were at least 
four to each cross—and that means there were twelve 
soldiers there. There were also the religious leaders of 
the Jews, the chief scribes and Pharisees. It was they 
who had led in this terrible movement to destroy Jesus; 
in fact, the common people heard Him gladly until the 
high-browed religious leaders poisoned their minds. Then, 
of course, as usual there was the great throng of spec- 
tators. No doubt many had cried lustily and boisterously, 
before the death march started, “Away with him; crucify

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Tobacco - Morphine - Opium

THIS ARTICLE PLACES SPECIAL 
EMPHASIS ON TEACHING NO. 23. 


“Know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost?”—K. J., 
1 COR. 6:19b. “Glorify God, then, in 
your bodies.”_—V. 20b, Way. “Then 
glorify God with your body.’— 
Moffatt. 

“The Church of God stands for the 
whole Bible rightly divided. The New 
Testament is the only rule for govern- 
ment and discipline.” 

My heart is made to rejoice as I 
think of the Church of God and its 
government, the New Testament be- 
ing the only rule for government and 
discipline. Some may say that the 
Church is too strict; but if the Church 
had a lower standard, on that great 
day many would come up lacking. 

Teaching No. 23 reads: “Against the 
use of tobacco in any form, opium, 
morphine, etc.” Why have such a 
teaching? Because, it is a teaching of 
the New Testament. The text clearly 
sets forth the fact that our body is 
the temple (dwelling place) of the 
Holy Ghost, which is IN you, which 
YE HAVE of God. It goes farther to 
point out the fact that we are not our 
own, therefore we are NOT at liberty 
to do just any way we may desire, 
but do as our Owner bids. “You were 
bought for a price.”—1 Cor. 6:20p., 
Moffatt. “Not redeemed with corrupt- 
ible things, as silver and gold .. . but 
with the precious blood of Christ.”— 
K. J., 1 Peter 1:18, 19a. “In whom we 
have redemption through his blood, 
even the forgiveness of sin.”—Col. 
1:14. So, “glorify God, then IN YOUR 
BODIES.”—1 Cor. 6:20b, Way. Moffatt 
translates it: “Then glorify God 
WITH your body.” If we are to glorify 
God WITH and IN our bodies, we 
must do the things which please its 
Creator and Redeemer. Does the use 
of tobacco, opium, and morphine tend 
to offer GLORY TO GOD? If not, 
then why use them? “Whether there- 
fore ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the glory of God.— 
1 Cor. 10:31. 

Here is a statement that is quite 
common among those who wish to 
justify themselves in using tobacco, 
“Show me the ‘word’ tobacco in the 
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Bible.” Certainly, there must be a 
guilty conscience behind such a state- 
ment or one would never. speak thus. 
Every evil is not NAMED in the Bible. 
God has given man power to read 
and understand, therefore it was not 
necessary to enumerate all that was 
included as filthiness of the flesh. 


Is it not evident that tobacco, 
opium, and morphine tend to tear 
down the very thinking faculties of 
mankind? Is it not a fact that 
through our thinking and reasoning 
faculties we receive the gospel and 
accept Jesus as our Saviour? There- 
fore, if these vital and all-important 
faculties are damaged, it is a fact 
that shipwreck for body and soul are 
in store. God has given us good minds 
so that we may worship Him to the 
very best of our ability, and, surely, 
when our minds are dulled by drugs, 
we cannot be at our. best for God. 
When our bodies are infiltrated with 
poisons, we are far from being able 
to honor and glorify Him. Further, let 
us take note of the many who have 
tried to live for God and have HELD 
ONTO THEIR HABITS. These people 
could not retain their standing with 
God because of failing to completely 
consecrate themselves to Him, and 
many have died in despair. 


In 2 Cor. 7:1, we find these words, 
“Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God.” Paul was appealing to 
the Corinthians for a standard of 
holiness. above reproach. In chapter 
6, v. 3, we read: “Giving no offence 
in any thing, that the ministry be 
not blamed.” He went on to tell how 
he had come through the storms of 
life, because God was with him and 
God’s grace was sufficient for any- 
thing. In verse 14, he appeals for a 
separation from the unbeliever, as 
the Christian and the unbeliever have 
distinct and different lives. Verse 17: 
“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you.” Notice 
chapter 7, v. 1: “Let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 


and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God.” Is tobacco filthy? Web- 
ster says filth is foul matter. Foul is 
hateful, unfavorable, clogged with 


filth. When men or women dip s 
or chew tobacco, mix it with sa 


and spit it out, other people are forced 
to be brought in contact with the 
awful disease-carrying stuff. Too, the 
saliva, or gastric juices, which the di- 
gestive system needs is spit out; also, 
consider the poison the body con- 
sumes from the filthy weed. Chris- 
tians are to “walk as children of 
light,” according to Eph. 5:3-8. We are 
to be a light not only to the believer 
or those who desire to become a 
Christian but also to the young gen- 
eration. 

Smoking Indoors—‘“This is more 
harmful than smoking outdoors, be- 
cause of the inhaling of the smoke- 
contaminated atmosphere in addition 
to the cigarette smoke itself.”—New 
York State Journal of Medicine — 
1945, p. 1539.

money for that which is not bread? 
and your labour for that which satis- 
fieth not? hearken diligently unto 
me, and eat ye that which is good, 
and let your soul delight itself in fat- 
ness.” 

A statistical report which I have 
before me shows that in 1948 America 
spent 4 billion 160 million dollars for 
tobacco, saying nothing about unlaw- 
ful uses of opium and morphine,.and 
only 1 billion 340 million for church 
contributions, or three and one tenth 
times more for tobacco than for the 
gospel. The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture states that cigarette smoking 
gained 600 per cent in 30 years. “Last 
year 60 million Americans consummed 
400 billion cigarettes. Each year some 
800,000 nonsmokers join the sm 
ranks. Two out of every 3 men, (4 
of every 5 women, one out of every 
7 boys of 14 smoke cigarettes. The 
average consumption is 19 a day. We 
spend some 4 billion dollars a year 
on tobacco products and supplies— 
twice as much as we pay all the pub- 
lic schoolteachers in the United 
States” — Reader’s Digest (January, 
1950), page 1. 
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If Americans would spend this 
much each year for the gospel, this 
would certainly be a different place 
in which to live. These people are 
spending their hard-earned money 
for something “which satisfies not,” 
and at the same time they are wreck- 
ing their physical bodies and hinder- 
ing their spiritual lives. 

Since these habits do not GLORIFY 
GOD or build up our physical bodies 
or spiritual lives, we should, therefore,

TOBACCO 


What does tobacco contain that 
would be detrimental to one’s health? 
Of the MANY alkaloid elements found 
in tobacco, NICOTINE and TAR are 
thought to be the most harmful. 

Nicotine—“A very poisonous oily 
liquid with a burning taste, occurring 
in tobacco. It is used in water solu- 
tion as an_ insecticide.”—Webster. 
“Nicotine and related alkaloids of 
tobacco furnish the habit-forming 
narcotic effects which account for the 
general world-wide use.”—Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica. 

Effects—Nicotine “irritates not only 
the mucus membrane of the respira- 
tory tract, but it also acts on the 
nervous circulatory and gastrointes- 


1 system.” 
icotine is the essential ingredi- 


‘ent of tobacco. It is what makes tobac- 


co, tobacco, and not just another 
weed.” 

*“In pure form, nicotine is a VIO- 
LENT POISON. One drop on a rab- 
bit’s skin throws the rabbit into in- 
stant shock. The nicotine content of 
a trifle more than two cigarettes, if 
injected into the blood stream, would 
kill a smoker swiftly. If you smoke a 
pack a day, you inhale 400 milligrams 
of nicotine a week, which, in a single 
injection, would kill you as quickly as 
a bullet. 

*“In factories which make nicotine 
insecticides, causes of acute poison- 
ing occur now and then. One worker 
sat down on a stool, the concave seat 
of which held a little spilled nicotine. 
In_less than two minutes he fell to 

oor, blue in the face, apparently 

. Rushed to the hospital, he re- 
covered quickly, as one does from 
light nicotine poisoning. But when he 
returned to the shop and put on his 
nicotine-soaked trousers again, again 
he fell headlong on the ground, and 
had to be revived a second time. 

*“Aware that nicotine is a killer, 
men have tried for years to keep it 
out of their systems while still enjoy- 
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ing the smoke. All types of artificial 
filters take out some nicotine.” 

Tobacco or cigarette smoking af- 
fects the stomach and digestion. It 
irritates the throat, causes gastritis, 
contaminates mother’s milk with nic- 
otine, increases the heartbeat of un- 
born babies, affects the growth of 
development, speeds the heartbeat of 
the smoker, and constricts the blood 
veins and vessels. 

*“Smoking constricts the blood ves- 
Sels, especially those of the feet and 
hands. The smaller the blood vessel, 
the tighter is it constricted, and often 
smoking closes the tiny vessels under 
the fingernails entirely. As soon as 
one starts a cigarette, the rate of 
blood flow in the hand decreases to 
less than half normal, and it stays 
down for about an hour.” 

*Buerger’s .diseas e—fortunately 
rather uncommon—is_ characterized 
by loss of circulation in hands and 
feet, sometimes so serious that 
gangrene may form and amputa- 
tion be necessary. Doctors are cau- 
tious souls and do not say that 


‘smoking causes Buerger’s disease. But 


in a study of 1,000 sufferers from 
Buerger’s disease, 1,000 turned out to 
be smokers; and of another 1,400 
cases checked at Mt. Sinai Hospital, 
New York, 1,400 were smokers. A group 
of 100 cases were studied for more 
than 10 years; in all of them the 
disease was arrested when smoking 
stopped. Dr. Irving Wright reports 
that in 100 consecutive cases, amputa- 
tion was avoided in 97 cases, but was 
necessary in 3—the only three who 
WOULD NOT STOP SMOKING. Only 
a few isolafed cases have ever been 
reported among nonsmokers.” 

No more vivid and dismaying com- 
ment on the strength of habit could 
be imagined than the reaction of one 
Buerger’s patient, who was told re- 
peatedly that he must choose between 
smoking and progressive amputation 
of feet and hands. Some years later, 
one of the doctors was hailed on the 
streets of Chicago by an armless, leg- 
less beggar on a little wheeled plat- 
form. “Hey, Doc! Remember me? Say, 
be a good scout, light a cigarette for 
me and stick it in my mouth, will 
you?” 

Tobacco lowers athletic perform- 
ance—*“Coaches are almost unani- 
mous in saying that muscular power 
is lowered and fatigue begins in 
smokers. Knute Rockne was definite: 
Tobacco slows the reflexes, and any 


advertising which says it helps an. 
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athlete is falsehood and fraud.” 

Shortens life—*“CAN SMOKING 
SHORTEN YOUR LIFE? Some ten 
years ago, the late Dr. Raymond 
Pearl, of Johns Hopkins, studied the 
life span and smoking habits of 6,813 
white American males. His carefully 
tabulated statistics tell us that if you 
take 300 people at the age of 30—100 
of them nonsmokers, 100 light smok- 
ers,.and 100 heavy smokers—Of the 
100 nonsmokers, 66 will reach 60 
years; of the 100 light smokers, 61 
will reach 60; of the 100 heavy smok- 
ers, 46 will reach 60. 

“The conclusion is clear,” said 
Pearl, “that smoking was statistically 
associated with impairment of life 
duration. The amount of impairment 
increased as the amount of smoking 
increased.” 

*“Dr. Alton Ochsner, of the Ochsner 
Clinic in New Orleans, says: “‘Twenty- 
five years ago I saw only one cancer 
of the lung in four years. In the last 
15 years I have seen thousands. I am 
now convinced that there is a definite 
relationship between smoking and 
cancer of the lung.’ ” 

“It is generally agreed that cancer 
of the mouth, tongue and lips is 
unduly prevalent among smokers. Re- 
searchers in Michigan, Illinois, and 
Pennsylvania have come independ- 
ently to the same conclusion: that 
the majority of victims of cancer of 
the tongue are excessive users of to- 
bacco, that pipe smokers who develop

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AN ANOINTED MINISTRY 
RAYMOND J. VARNELL 
(Brother Varnell will graduate from 
our Junior College this June and will 
go out in the work for the Lord. This 
sermon was preached in chapel, Fri- 

day, March 3.) 

Text: St. Luke 4:18, “The Spirit of 
the Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel to 
the poor.” 

These are the words of our Lord 
shortly after He had returned from 
the wilderness in the power of the 
Spirit. If it was necessary for our 
Lord to have the Spirit upon Him, 
how much more is it necessary that 
we ministers have the Spirit of God 
upon us to preach the gospel to the 
poor. 

Hundreds of ministers have lost the 
vision of lost souls. Instead of old time 
revivals in modern churches, their 
church basements are being used 
for cocktail parties, dancing, and 
card games. Many of these ministers 
are preaching from newspapers and 
movie titles and leaving God’s Word 
out. What we need is a repetition of 
Pentecost in America, to shake such 
ministers out of their sleep. Paul ac- 
complished spiritual awakening by 
asking the converts of John the Bap- 
tist the straightforward question, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” They had not re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost or even heard 
of Him; therefore, their ministry had 
a limited effect upon the moral and 
spiritual conditions of the great city 
of Ephesus. But praise God, when 
they received the Holy Ghost, a great 
revival broke out in the city. 

Since we see the need of an anoint- 
ed ministry, just how are we to ob. 
tain it? First, we must make an ab- 
solute and complete dedication to 
God. Romans 12:1 bears this out, for 
it is addressed to “the brethren.” D. L. 
Moody made this dedication while 
sitting in church one Sunday morning 
in London, England. The minister 
cried out with a sincere voice, and 
said, “The world is yet to see what 
God can do with a man completely 
dedicated to his work.” That morning 
Moody left the service with tears of 
joy because he had said to himself, 
“T will be that man.” Second, we must 
tarry in prayer for spiritual power. 
The last message of our Lord was that 
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the disciples were to remain at Jeru- 
salem and tarry for the promise of 
the Father. In verse eight He said, 
“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost, is come upon 
you.” Peter, before his receiving the 
Holy Ghost, was a vacillating coward, 
but some 40 days later he courageous- 
ly stood before 3,000 people and 
charged them with the crucifixion of 
the Lord Jesus Chirst. What made the 
difference? It was the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Third, we must fast and 
pray. When the disciples could not 
cast out the demon that possessed the 
child, Jesus said, “This kind can come 
forth by nothing, but by prayer and 
fasting.” 

Now that we know how to obtain an 
anointed ministry, let us consider 
three of the most important effects. 
First, the anointed minister will have 
power over evil spirits. Acts 16:18b, 
“But Paul, being grieved, turned and 
said to the spirit, I command thee in 
the name of Jesus Christ to come out 
of her. And he came out the same 
hour.” Second, the anointed minister 
“shall lay hands on the sick and they 
shall recover.” Acts 3:6, 7, “Then 
Peter said, Silver and gold have I 
none: but such as I have give I thee: 
in the name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth rise up and walk. And he took 
him by the right hand, and lifted 
him up: and immediately his feet and 
ankle bones received strength.” Third, 
the anointed ministry will be general- 
ly effective. Acts 2:41, “Then they 
that gladly received his word were 
baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls.” Peter’s message here 
was effective because he had the 
Spirit of the Holy Ghost, and ‘our 
ministers in America will continue to 
be cold and indifferent until they 
receive the spiritual power that Peter 
exemplified on the day of Pentecost. 
It appears that God is beginning a 
nation-wide revival in our religious 
schools and college, and I trust that 
Lee College will send forth more 
Spirit-filled ministers than any other 
college in America.

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With a sweep of his hand, Pontius 
Pilate, procurator of Judea, bade the 
milling throng behold the man Jesus 
Christ. Jesus stood meekly beside 
Pilate, with hands bound, a tattered 
purple garment across His shoulders, 
and a crown of thorns on His brow. 
His eyes reflected the gentleness of 
love and the vigor of His soul; deep 
eyes—translucent eyes—eyes framed 
in sockets of Gethsemanean haggard- 
ness. This was the Man—for even 
Pilate could not bring himself to call 
Him merely a man—Look at Him! See 
Him! He is the Man! 

When the shouting and clamoring 
Jews looked with hatred into the face 
of Jesus, they saw different things in 
Him. Some regarded Him as one who 
could possibly have led the Jews in 
rebellion against the Roman empire 
but had been defeated already. Some 
saw in Him a threat to their position 
in Israel. Others saw in Him a good 
man, but a deluded and deceived man. 
Some saw in Him a blasphemer and 
conspirator. By far the majority of the 
throng saw in Him one who deserved 
to die, therefore they screamed and 
screeched for Him to be crucified. 
“Crucify him, crucify him,” became 
their chant and Pilate’s command. 
Somewhere in that bloodthirsty mob 
there were those who did not see Him 
as an evildoer or as one worthy of 
death, but as the unblemished Son 
of God. These were His friends. 

Jesus is seen differently by different 
people, and He usually is to people 
what they see in Him. Let us accept 
the invitation of Pilate to behold 
Him. Let us see Him as others saw 
Him. “Behold the man,” bade Pilate; 
but the question comes, “Behold what 
man?”

which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” John beheld in Christ a blend- 
ing together of law and grace. He saw 
Christ as the bridge that spanned the 
two dispensations, bringing one to a 
close and beginning the other. 

It is altogether fitting that we 
should call John the Baptist the last 
prophet and the first evangelist. As 
a prophet he proclaimed God’s Word 
to Israel, and endeavored to bring 
them back from their state of apathy 
and lethargy in their worship of God. 
He preached like a prophet, had 
habits like a prophet, and did a proph- 
et’s work. It is because he was a 
prophet that he beheld Jesus as the 
Lamb of God. The reference, of course, 
is to Exodus 12:1-23 where the Israel- 
ites sacrificed lambs and put the blood 
on their doorposts to insure their 
salvation when the death angel passed 
over Egypt. His reference also included 
the Mosaic institution of the sacrifice 
of lambs for the forgiveness of sins 
(Leviticus 3:7; 5:6). 

As an evangelist John the Baptist 
proclaimed Christ as the bringer of 
salvation to all the earth. The pro- 
phetic spirit in John saw Jesus as a 
lamb, or the Saviour of His people 
Israel; and the evangelistic spirit saw 
Him as one who would take away not 
only the sins of Israel but also of the 
entire earth. There has never been a 
more beautiful and pristine view of 
Jesus. To see Jesus as the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sins of 
the world was necessary for him fully 
to recognize Him as the Son of God. 
John’s view of Jesus was pristine, un- 
cluttered, and divine, for he saw in 
Him all the law had promised and all 
that grace could produce. 

Bartimaeus 

Mark 10:47, 48, “Jesus, thou son of 

David have mercy on me. And 
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many charged him that he should 
hold his peace: but he cried the more 
a great deal, Thou son of David, have 
mercy on me.” 


Bartimaeus beheld Jesus as the son 
of David. David had been the king of 
Israel and his throne had been power- 
ful and majestic. Many expected the 
Messiah merely to re-establish the 
throne of David and restore the Jew- 
ish kingdom. Whether Bartimaeus 
eventually saw more in Jesus than this 
we cannot know, but he never ad- 
dressed Jesus as more than the son 
of David. He saw in Jesus a healer and 
doer of good, therefore Jesus heal 


him and blessed him. If we can mu ‘ 


ter faith equal to that of Bartimaeus, 
He will heal us; but we must see in 
Him more than the son of David. We 
must see Him also as the Son of God. 


Rich Young Ruler 

Matthew 19:16, “Good Master, what 
good thing shall I do, that I may have 
eternal life?” 

The meeting of Christ and the rich 
young ruler is an embarrassing prob- 
lem to many for they suppose Jesus 
to have been rude and sarcastic to 
the young man instead of considerate 
and inviting. This is not true. We 
must remember that Jesus looks into 
the heart of man, and often answers 
the heart instead of the flattering 
words that the mouth has spoken. 


What did the rich young ruler see im, .. 
Jesus? A good master. Not Savio 


not Son of God, not son of David, 
but just good master. What was a 
good master? A good teacher, and 
that was all. The word “master” 
comes from the Greek word “didaska- 
los” and the Latin word “magister,” 
both of which mean teacher. Notice 
that he did not ask Jesus to save 
him or to give him life, but he asked 
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to be taught or to be told what he 
himself could do to merit or deserve 
eternal life. He did not see in Jesus 
one who could save, but a teacher 
who might teach him a philosophy 
that would gain life for him. This 
overt address was an insult to the 
Son of God, because he saw in Jesus 
no more than he would have seen in 
Socrates, Plato, or Aristotle. He accept- 
ed Jesus no quicker than he would 
have accepted these pagan philos- 
phers. He wanted to be taught how 
earn eternal life. We must see in 
Jesus the Giver of life, the Saviour 
of our souls, if we are to be saved. 
Jesus did not satisfy the hunger of 
this young man because his was a 
haughty and not humble request. He 
was presumptive and not repentant. 
Since he wanted a task, Jesus gave 
him one by reciting the command- 
ments to him, for that was the only 
way to work toward righteousness. 
Eventually, the young man went 
weeping away, unsatisfied and cha- 
grined. His tears sprang not from 
founts of repentance, but he was 
abased because for once his position 
and wealth had been scorned, and his 
selfish motives had been detected. 
Tears of repentance would have 
brought joy and salvation, but he did 


held in Christ too little. 


Simon Peter 

Matthew 16:16, “Thou are _ the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 

Peter touched the heart of the 
truth when he exclaimed that Jesus 
was the Christ, the Son of the living 
God. This was no snap judgment of 
an ill-informed person but came about 
after a long period of observation and 
intimacy. He had heard the teach- 
ings of Jesus, had witnessed His mir- 
acles, had observed His calm and 
righteous mien, had experienced His 
saving grace, and had seen the trans- 
formed lives of others. He could not 
keep from beholding Christ as the 
Son of God. 

Peter was by no means the first to 
recognize Christ as the Son of God, 


}: see Christ as the Saviour. He 


r Andrew had recognized Him as 
: ch on the very first day he had 


seen Him (John 1:41). So had Philip 
recognized Him as the Messiah im- 
mediately (John 1:45), and so also 
it had been with Nathanel Barthole- 
mew (John 1:49). All three of these 
men were disciples of the Lord and 
had recognized Him as the Messiah 
previous to this statement of faith 
by Peter. So had the woman of Sa- 
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maria recognized Him as the Messiah 
on the first day that she met him 
(John 4:29). Peter’s confession of 
faith in Jesus as the Messiah is out- 
standing because it is the first public 
declaration of that glorious truth. So 
must we proclaim Him to be the 
Christ, or the Son of God, the Mes- 
siah, if He is to accept us as His 
disciples and if He is to be to us 
our Saviour. 


The Roman Centurion 

Luke 23:47, “Certainly this was a 
righteous man.” 

Without doubt, the centurion had 
helped crucify many men in his day. 
This form of execution usually brought 
with it such excruciating pain that 
the condemned persons cried and 
screamed as long as there was 
strength in their bodies. When he ob- 
served that it was not so with Christ, 
but that He quietly permitted the 
soldiers to nail Him to the cross, and 
endured the agonies of the cross with- 
out wrath or malice, he concluded 
that Jesus must be a righteous man, 
and not deserving of death. The cen- 
turion was later to strengthen his 
conviction by declaring that Jesus 
was the Son of God. Matthew 27:54, 
“Now when the centurion, and they 
that were with him, watching Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared greatly, 
saying, Truly this was the Son of 
God.” Not only did Jesus die quietly, 
but He prayed for the forgiveness of 
the centurion and all the others that 
assisted in His crucifixion. His ex- 
pressions of intimate relationships 
with God and His entire attitude left 
no opportunity for belief other than 
that He was in truth the Son of God. 
So should we by knowing of Him 
recognize Him as the Son of God. 


Thomas 

John 20:28, “My Lord and my God.” 

What Thomas had seen in Jesus 
prior to this confession of faith we 
cannot know exactly. He accepted 
Jesus as a great leader, and was will- 
ing to follow Him to the death (John 
16), but it seems that he had been 
unable to accept Jesus as being super- 
natural and equal with the Father 
in heaven—not until he realized that 
Jesus had actually come forth from 
the dead. Then he beheld Jesus as 
God in flesh, God on earth, God 
among men, God’s experssion of love 
toward the world, God’s salvation to 
all people, God in man more than 
man in God. What faith he received! 


“Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed.” 
John 20:29. We must see Christ as 
our Lord and our God even before we 
see Him in person. It is by beholding 
Him as Lord and God that we come 
into perfect communion with the 
Father and with Him. 


- Ourselves 

Hebrews 2:9, “But we see Jesus, who 
was made a little lower than the 
angels for the suffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honour; that 
he by the grace of God should taste 
death for every man.” We must see 
Jesus as one who was made man so 
that He might suffer and die, and one 
who suffered and died that He might 
save us, and one that saved us be- 
cause He loved us and one who loved 
us because He was the Son of God. 
This is the beginning of our experi- 
ence with Him. It is not sufficient to 
see Him as a man, but we must see 
Him as the man. It is not sufficient 
for us to see Him as a great person of 
history, but we must see Him as the 
only means of salvation for sinners 
(Acts 4:12). We cannot have any 
degree of relationship with Christ un- 
til we behold Him as Jesus Christ, 
Saviour, and Son of God. The mob 
that beheld Jesus, screaming for Him 
to be crucified, saw Him with their 
eyes, but the few who were weeping 
instead of screaming, whose hearts 
wept not for blood but in pity, His 
lovers, His disciples, His very own, 
saw Him with their hearts. Let us 
see Him with our hearts and not with 
our eyes, with our spirits more than 
our minds. 1 

Beholding Jesus as our Saviour and 
the mediator of our relationship with 
God, we must also see Him as the One 
who can finish in us that which He 
has begun. “Looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith; who 
for the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God.”—Heb. 
12:2. We must continue to behold Him 
as long as life for us remains. The 
day will come when we must no long- 
er behold Him with our hearts alone, 
but we may behold Him with our eyes. 
On that day we shall be like Him. 
“Beloved, now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that. when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for 


-we.shall see him as he is.”—1 John 3:2.

We received your letter, and our 
hearts were touched to know that our 
folk back home are thinking of and 
praying for us. We value the interest 
and prayers of our own Church of 
God people. 

Most of the people here in Alaska 
are hard to reach with the gospel. 
Many of the white people are not in- 
terested, and the natives are so bound 
with the drink demon that they find 
it hard to accept deliverance through 
the precious. blood. 

The Lord is blessing us here in Pal- 
mer with a revival at the present time. 
Several have been saved; one girl re- 
ceived the baptism in the Holy Ghost 
last night; and another very nearly 
came through. One evening a few 
nights ago, as we were having a 
tarrying service, a native boy from 
Nome, who is at present living in 
one of the Children’s Homes, knelt 
beside me and burst into tears and 
cried out, “Lord Jesus, I want to go 
with you when you come.” This young 
Eskimo boy was about the last one 
in the congregation that I would have 
expected to do what he did. 


We have prayer meetings in the 
homes out in the country during the 
week. We have an old army bus which 
we use for this, and also to haul the 
children and older folk who have no 
means of transportation. The storms 
and terriffic winds make it unsafe to 
make these trips in our 1940 station 
wagon. Last week the transmission 
broke on our way home from prayer 
meeting, and Sister Davis, Ramona, 
Paul, Brother Pinkham, and I had to 
walk home in 20 dezrees below zero 
weather. The mercury here has been 
from 20 to 38 degrees below for about 
two weeks. We keep warm and happy 
in His service, in spite of the coJd. 
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Our greatest need is finances to build 
our new church, on which we are 
working when it is warm enough.

PSYCHOLOGIST SCORES SEXY 
COMICS FOR CATERING TO 
‘EROTIC PASSION’

NEW YORK, (UP)—Comic books are leading 
us, like an “irresistible pied piper,” back to 
the literary standards of the cave man, and 
are cutting our vocabulary down to such 
monosyllables as “‘oof!”” and “zowie,”’ a noted 
psychologist said today. 

Dr. Lawrence A. Averill, of State Teachers 
College, Worcester, Mass., said the lurid com- 
ics offer their young readers a sense of “shal- 
low escape” and cater to “erotic passion.” 

He told a symposium of the American for 
the Advancement of Science his survey of 
2,881 school children, between 6 and 14 in 
central Massachusetts, convinced him that 
“the comics are here to stay.” 

But he said they were dulling juvenile sen- 
sibilities and “catering to an erotic sex pas- 
sion, as is likely to happen when the un- 
draped bodies of half-nude women weave and 
shuttle their way across luridly colored pages 
and through sex-flaunting scenes.’ 

He said his survey showed that comic book 
critics objected to the “assumption” of comic 
book publishers that ‘each of their readers” 
is a little monster with the brain of a child, 
the sexual drive of a satyr, and the spiritual 
delicacy of a gorilla.” 

In sexy comic book scenes, he said, it is 
inevitable that at least some of the pubescent 
comics addicts will be scorched, exactly as 
there is danger of scorching from the sugges- 
tive action and speech of characters of the 
silver screen.” 

Some 60,000,000 copies of 300 or 400 differ- 

ent comic books are being sold monthly, 
Averill said. He added that 95 per cent of 
a children he questioned liked and read 
them. 
Some of the kids gave as their reasons for 
liking comic characters, “he murders people” 
: “he shoots up everybody he doesn't like.” 
‘Comic books, he said, can also serve good 
purposes. 

“Children who ride excitedly in the saddles

THE RIGHT TO KILL 


Dr. Hermann N. Sander was recently cleared 
of murder charges for injecting 40 cubic cen- 
timeters of air into the veins of a Hillsboro 
County, N. H., cancer victim. But there was 
no doubt by last week that his act had given 
new life to the crusade to legalize euthanasia. 

Euthanasia (from Greek eu: good; thanatos, 
death) has been practiced in all eras to end 
the suffering of incurables. It has never been 

















legally sanctioned in the western world, 
though isolated cases have occurred with pub- 
lic approval. 

King Henry’s Method. One of the first pro- 
ponents of legal euthanasia was Thomas 
More, 16th century author of a ja and 
chancellor of King Henry VIII, who had him 

beheaded. More was canonized by the Catholic 
Church, today the most intransigent oppon- 
ent of “mercy killing.” His foremost latter- 
day disciple is probably Charles Francis Pot- 
ter, 64-year-old former Baptist minister who, 
in 1938, founded the Euthanasia Society of 
America. Modeled after an English group, it 
has 585 members, including some distin- 
guished clergymen and scientists. 

Galvanized by the case of Dr. Sander, Dr. 
Potter and his ae announced that they 
will propagandize to legalize mercy killing in 
Connecticut, New York, and New Hampshire. 
In addition, the United Nations Assembly, in 
session at Lake Success, has already been pe- 
titioned—at the instance of the head of the 
British euthanasia organization—to endorse 
the procedure. In all cases, it would be stipu- 
lated that “mercy killing” is to be sanctioned 
only at the sufferer’s request, and after certi- 
fication by physicians (perhaps in some kind 
of legally authorized “medical court’) that 
his condition is incurable.

In all cases, it would be stipu- 
lated that “mercy killing” is to be sanctioned 
only at the sufferer’s request, and after certi- 
fication by physicians (perhaps in some kind 
of legally authorized “medical court’) that 
his condition is incurable. 


MINISTERS PROTEST BIBLE 
DISTRIBUTION IN SCHOOLS 


RENO, Nev.—(RNS)—The Washoe County 
Ministerial Association, comprising Reno's 
Protestant and Jewish clergy, has turned 
down a request from the Gideons to distribute 
Bibles to local public school pupils. 

Rev. J. Edward Oslund, Association presi- 
dent, said the group felt that distribution 
of the Gideon Bibles would be “manifestly 
unfair since the policy of separation of church 
and state comes of a good sound philosophy 
and background.” 

Mr. Oslund, in announcing the ministerial 
group’s decision, said that local Roman Catho- 
lic leaders, although not members of the as- 
sociation, had been consulted and expressed 
agreement at the stand taken.—U.E.A.

Friend, it means much to be a 
faithful wife, husband, or friend, and 
* it also means much to be a faithful 
church member, because that shows 
our loyalty to God and man. Faithful 
means loyal, true, accurate; and, if 
we do not have these qualifications, 
. how are we to go to the marriage 
supper with Jesus? If we expect to 
hear the Saviour say, ‘Well done,” at 
the end of the way, we will have to 
be as the servant was in Matt. 25:21, 
“His lord said unto him, Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant: thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, 
I will make thee ruler over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord.” 

Do you remember the time God 
called you, showed you that you were 
lost? You repented, gave Him your 
heart, promised Him that you’d live 
for Him and do anything He showed 
you.

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MY TRIP TO THE BAHAMAS

A trip that was thoroughly enjoyed 
and one I will long remember was my 
recent visit to the Bahama Islands. To 
add to my enjoyment, six other breth- 
ren went with me: Brother L. H. Hart- 
sell and Brother J. B. Law, who are 
members of the Church of God in 
Charlotte; Rev. Jimmie Buchanan, 
Charlotte, N. C.; Rev. Ray Collins, 
Gastonia, N. C.; Mr. Joe Meadows, a 
businessman and a _ good Baptist 
Christian, also of Gastonia, N. C.; and 
Rev. O. B. Graham, Greenville, S. C. 
We motored from Charlotte to Miami, 
Florida, and then on to Nassau by 
a large forty-passenger Pan-American 
airplane. The plane trip was a feared 
ordeal until the trip was underway 
and we were sailing high above the 
clouds. It seemed the peace of God 
and His sacred presence settled down 
upon us, and, of course, the rest of 
the trip was enjoyed immensely. 

Upon our arrival, we met some 
of the most blessed people I have ever 
known. Among them were the Pin- 
ders, in whose homes we were graci- 
ously entertained.

him,” when Pilate asked, “What shall I do then with 
Jesus?” Their minds, no doubt, were obsessed with a mor- 
bid curiosity to see this Man (whom many had called an 
impostor, blasphemer, and even an illegitimate) suffer 
and die the ignominious death on the cross. This crowd 
was filled with heartless cruelty and they were realizing 
as much satanic delight in looking upon the suffering 
of the Man on the central cross as any bull fight fans 
who watch in frenzied emotion the wild. bull gore the 
matador. Their modesty was not shaken, and their hearts 


Oi: not moved to compassion. They hated the Man who 


as dying, unaware and unconcerned of the fact that 
He was dying for them. 

But there was a group that was concerned. This group, 
however, consisted of only four, and these four were right 
in the midst of the heartless spectators; in fact, they 


were as near the cross as they could get, and no doubt 
were caressing, at times, even the feet of the Lord Jesus 
as they knelt about the cross. They were the three great 
Marys of the Bible—Mary the mother of Jesus, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene; and the 
fourth person was none other than John the Beloved. 
This scene gives rise to admiration and respect for both the 
women and John who were so bold to demonstrate their 
loyalty to Jesus at this moment of suffering, shame and 
apparent defeat.

lip cancer get it at the spot where the 
pipe has always rested, and that to- 
bacco chewers, if they develop cancer, 
develop it at the place where the 
tobacco has been held.” 

Life Insurance—*“ ‘If tobacco is so 
deadly,’ ask the doubters, ‘why don’t 
insurance companies consider this in 
their rates?’ Perhaps they will before 
long, for they have been thinking 
about it. Harry Dingman, in the book 


: isk Appraisal, published by the Na- 


ional Underwriter Company, says: 
‘Use of tobacco entails extra mortal- 
ity. In assessment of risk, why ignore 
it?’ and a company medical director 
at an insurance meeting said, ‘we 
don’t give standard insurance to ex- 
cessive drinkers. I think we shouldn’t 
give it to excessive smokers.’” 

Doctors and tobacco—*“All this be- 
ing so, why do not physicans warn 
their patients more helpfully about 
smoking? Because doctors are human, 
too, and many of them smoke; be- 
cause many of them, therefore, hesi- 
tate to believe the worst about the 
friendly little cigarette; and, as one 
physician noted sadly, ‘because for- 
bidding tobacco’ makes the doctor 
unpopular.’ ”’ 

OPIUM AND MORPHINE 
Opium—“A bitter, poisonous drug, 
ade from the dried juice of the un- 

ripe pods of a poppy of Greece and 
the Orient, used medically to soothe 
pain and smoked as an intoxicant.”— 
Webster. 

Morphine—“A bitter white crystal- 
line narcotic drug obtained from 
opium, used to dull pain, cause 
sleep.”—Webster. 

Drug Addiction may be defined as 
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an overpowering impulse for narcot- 
ism or intoxication by any drug pos- 
sessing narcotic or intoxicating prop- 
erties. It is best exemplified by the 
overpowering influence possessed by 
opium and its preparations, and its 
alkaloids or derivatives such as mor- 
phine and heroin, and by cocaine 
and substances containing it. Per- 
sons who have become HABITUATED 
to the continued use of these drugs 
find that they have become EN- 
SLAVED TO THEM, and that it is 
with the GREATEST DIFFICULTY 
THAT THEIR USE CAN BE ABAN- 
DONED. Addiction drugs cause very 
great mental and moral deterioration, 
usually progressive in character.”— 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. 

The opium traffic has caused much 
world-wide alarm. Various laws have 
been passed by our Federal Govern- 
ment and many foreign countries. 
They agreed upon the controls of 
opium and morphine and other dan- 
gerous drugs for unlawful purposes, 
as they are habit-forming and dan- 
gerous to the user, and the users be- 
come a menace to society. 

The effects of opium and morphine 
may be regarded much in the same 
light as the use of alcoholic stimu- 
lants. When used in minor quantities, 
its effects are similar to smoking to- 
bacco. They have similar effects upon 
the body. Let it be thoroughly under- 
stood that they are habit-forming and 
should not be tampered with. I quote 
Encyclopaedia Britannica: “The ef- 
fect in bad cases is to cause loss of 
appetite, a leaden pallor of the skin, 
and a degree of leanness so excessive 
as to make its victims appear like 
living skeletons. All inclination for 
exertion gradually becomes lost, busi- 
ness is neglected, and certain ruin to 


the smoker follows.” Dope is danger- 

ous; steer clear. 

So, “let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter: FEAR GOD, and 
KEEP HIS COMMANDMENTS: for 
this is the whole duty of man. For 
God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it be 
evil.”—Eccl. 12:13, 14. 

People with minds dulled and 
numbed with these drugs are a dan- 
ger to themselves and to those sur- 
rounding them. 

Dope fiends many times go to any 
extent to get more drugs to pacify 
the devilish crave. They have been 
known to cheat, lie, steal, and even 
murder to gain this end, saying noth- 
ing of the crimes they commit while 
under its influence. All of this is far 
from pleasing God.
